When this address was concluded the Boer 
party and a number of the local committee 
went to Lincoln Monument, where Mr. 
Fischer laid an elaborate wreath upon the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln. The envoy was 
introduced to a large audience by General 
Alfred Orendorff. Mr. Fischer made a short 
talk, his prevailing idea being that it was 
considered a blessing to be permitted to 
come to one of the world's shrines of liberty.

Senator Says He Will Not Permit the 
Use of His Name for Vice 
President.

But for a man who was 
so smart about knowing a good thing 
he ‘displays the most astonishing ignorance 
of the trust. The Mayor himself says he 
was close to Mr. Morse, yet he asks people 
to believe that he never suspected what Mr. 
Morse intended to do, what he did do, and 
what it was publicly talked he would do long 
before the Mayor made his blind plunge of 
$250,000. Doubtless the Police Commission- 
ers permit pretty stiff gambling in this town, 
but we don’t believe the Mayor gambles in 
the dark to that extent.

It is a pitiful showing. Mr. Van Wyck, 
since his accession to office, has done many 
things that seemed to the public to con- 
flict with the dignity of his position, and he 
sometimes has made himself ridiculous.

But neither 
the police nor the property-owners were given 
an opportunity to lodge or bathe the excur- 
sionitsts, for when the time came to com- 
mence warfare against the flower-pickers 


they were joined by the third and most pow- 


erful ally—the weather man. 

To a certain extent the lines of campaign 
laid out by the Sheridan Park residents were 
followed by the weather man, but he was 
not as discriminating as they would have 
been, his impromptu baths being bestowed 
on the excursionists, the police, and the resi- 
dents alike. 

Early in the morning preparations for re- 
pulsing the attack of the excursionists on 
the lawns and flower beds were declared to 
be complete.

Schedules of First Ward 
Property-Owners. 


Lists Show Decreases, Taxpayers 
Saying Government Bonds 
Have Been Bought. 


FIGURES ARE TO BE RAISED. 


The Board of Assessors has increased val- 
uations in the First Ward nearly $4,000,000. 
The board continued yesterday afternoon the 
work of reviewing the schedules in the 
ward, and the members stated that the in- 
crease had been made. They declined to 
give the exact amount, but it was estimated 
in the neighborhood of $4,000,000. The vari- 
ous increases had been made in the sched- 
ules of most of the down-town firms. State 
street business-men, it is said, will find large 
additions to the schedules they filed... The 
schedules of hotels and large dry goods 
houses, it is sald, have been changed ma- 
terially. 

“The exact amounts of the changes will 
not be given out until notices have been sent 
to all the persons or firms affected by the 
board’s action,” said President Charles E. 
Randall. We will notify them of the 
changes made, and if they object to them 
they will have an opportunity of appearing 
before the board and telling why the increase 
should not be made.” 3 


To Increase in Second Ward. 

After the First Ward the Assessors 
turned to the Second Ward and finished 
two precincts. The Assesosrs found in the 
latter ward many reductions of schedules, 
and that invariably where there was a lower 
figure than given last year the property- 
owner said the cash had been used in the 
purchase of United States government 
bonds, which cannot be taxed. These 
schedules, it is said, will be increased, as the 


so that taxation would be evaded. 


Say Bonds Are Sold Again. 

Most of the schedules in the Second Ward, 
so far as the board has reviewed them, have 
been raised. Those that were below the 
figure made by the Board of Review last 
year have been raised to that amount, and 
others which appeared too low for the per- 
son who filed them have been increased sub- 
stantially. The assessors claim that many 
of those who invested in government bonds 
turned them back into cash as soon as they 
had made their schedules. 

Information has been obtained in regard to 
several cases, say the members of the board, 
which show that this plan was decided on 
intentionally. 

President Randall’s Statement. 

We are not going to stand for any of 

that kind of work,” said President Randall. 
Some of the citizens converted their as- 
sets into government gold bonds for the 
purpose of escaping the tax, and these are 
the ones we are going after. When they 
appear before the board they wilt be sworn 
and asked if that is not true. Then they 
cannot well deny it. I believe many thou- 
sands of dollars in revenues would lost 
by the county in this way. We will raise all 
the schedules where we have reason to be- 
lieve this has been done, not taxing the 
bonds, because we could not do that, but mak- 
ing a higher valuation on the other goods.“

He gave his 
personal notes for $200,000 of the amount, 
and Mr. Morse, the President of the com- 
‘pany, made these notes good by supplying 
the necessary collateral before selling them 
to the banks. What did the trust expect to 
receive, from the Mayor in return for 
genérous loan of collateral and credit? 
Mayor Van Wyck says he bought the

trust to carry out its gigantic conspiracy. 
Mr. Van Wyck’s testimony on the witness 
stand leaves him the poor choice of admit- 
ting that he knew this or of pretending 
that he did not knowit. The one admission 
makes him corrupt and the other makes him 
childishly simple. In either case he is 
unfit to hold the high office to which he was 
elected.

LESSON FOR STREET CAB MANAGERS. 

Comparison of the annual report of the 
New York Metropolitan Street railway 
company for 1809, which has just been pub- 
lished, with that for 1804, is full of sug- 
gestions for the officials of the traction com- 
panies of Chicago. The number of miles 
of operated tracks increased from 181 to 
224. 
to 41,760,856. The gross earnings in- 
creased from $5,398,465 to $13,525,485. Al- 
though the increase in the length of the 
tracks was but 60 per cent the car mileage 
increased 250 per cent. 

The disparity is due to two causes. In 
the first place the system of transfers in 
New York is of much wider application than 
in Chicago. Not long ago à reporter who 
made the experiment found that he could, 
ride all day on thé street car lines of New 
York for one fare if he kept moving and 
Obeyed the reasonable requirement that 
transfers be used within an hour after their 


senger can ride a distance of fifty miles 
continuously fot onefare. In Chicago 
any one who wants to go from the North 
Side to the South Side must pay two fares, 
The number of transfers used in New York 
in 1899 was the enormous total of 128. 


mileage is that cars in New York are not 
run in trains, but separately. They run 
along Broadway only a few seconds apart 
instead of a few minutes apart as in Chi- 
cago, to save the expense of a few gripmen. 

The New York plan encourages travel. 
People take a Broadway car to ride a mat- 
ter of four or five blocks—a thing unusual in 
Chicago, where a person would waste more 
time waiting for a car than he would save 
by riding instead of walking. The Met- 
ropolitan company’s report shaws the prof- 
itableness of the close running of the cars 
and the liberality in transfers. The di- 
vided profits 6f the company increased from 
$328,000 in 1894 to $2,471,675 in 1899, 
which is three and a half times the increase 
in car mileage and 13 times the increase: 


PARIS AND RAILWAY EMPLOYES. 

White the street railways and the City

The city excavated the tunnels and built 
the openings and viaducts, but does not 
operate the road. About one-third of the 
total receipts from the sale of tickets goes

to the Queen, is the 


His refusal to take the oath of alle 
to the Queen is by no means his ret nates 
disrespect to the crown since his accession to 
the Earldom. For it is not so long ago that 
he made a public announcement of the fact 
that he no longer proposed to assume court 
mourning when the latter was decreed by 
the Lord Chamberlain in the name of the 
Queen. Had the Marl merely abstained from 
putting himself in black no one would have 
made any remark. But the publicity of his 


announcement served to call down upon his 


head the wrath of his brother-in-law, a coun- 
try rector, who wrote through his lawyer to 
demand, under the threat of legal proceed- - 
ings entailing fine and imprisonment, that 
the Earl should don mourning whenever the 
latter was officially ordered by the Lord 
Chamberlain in the name of the sovereign. 

It seems that there is still in force a statute 
enacted several centuries ago which pro- 
vides for the severe punishment of any peer 
of the realm or court dignitary who neg- 
lecte to obey the sumptuary behests of the 
monarch in Cofinection with tokens of mourn- 
ing. This law has néver, save on this occa- 
sion, been invoked in modern times, and no 
one would have dreamed of its existence had 
it not been unearthed from some ancient 
ne vs for the purpose of satisfying a family 
spite. 

Another form of eccentricity on the part 
of the Earl is his attitude towards vaccina- 
tion, Not content with expressing disap- 
proval of the vaccination laws, he actually 
is the leading spirit of a crusade to encourage 
people to defy the laws on the subject, devot- 
ing all the money that he can spare to pay- 
i the fines and the legal expenses of those 
indicted for neglecting to have their progeny 
vaccinated. 

— 

With regard to the miscarriage of justice 
with which he charges the law advisers of 
the crown, and which he puts forward as the 
groufids for his refusal to take the oath. of 
allegiance to the Queen or his seat in the 
House of Lords, it is not connected with 
his claim to the Dukedom of Lennox, now 
held by the Duke of Richmond, but relates 
to a Coroner's inquest held at Dumpton 
Park in January, 1887, on the body of a 
young boy in his employ, of the name of 
Albert Victor Fox, who had been found dead 
by hanging in the saddle-room of Dumpton 
Park, tenanted by Lord Darnley, who at that 
time bore the title of Lord Clifton. The lat- 


ter was then, as now, in a perpetual state 
‘of warfare with his neighbors, high and low, 


and the mysterious character of young 
Fox's death, as well as evidence at the in- 
quest, which was manifestly dictated by ani- 
mosity towards Lerd Clifton, rather than by 
any regard for the truth, had the effect of 
‘causing the Coroner's jury, composed of

HBPRB is a charm about “ McLoughlin 
and Old Oregon, by Eva Emery Dye 
2 that is rare in books of the 
kind. author has adorned her 
chronicle with a delightful imagery, 

and has created an atmosphere that will 
carry the reader back sixty years and make 
him see, in flesh and blood, those daring men 
and women who were not only brave énough 
to venture into a wild country, beset with 
dangers unknown, but were also brave 
enough to remain when these dangers pre- 
sented themselves in all their hideousness. 
She makes him see them as individuals, and 
their personal. experiences and relations be- 
come intensely interesting under her deft 


Dr, McLoughlin, the Governor of the Hud- 
son Bay company, had established himself 
at Fort Vancouver after the manner of the 
feudal Lords of old England. An interest- 
ing |glimpse of the Governor's stronghold, 
eh primitive fortifications, is given: 

There was a stout palisade of fir posts twenty 
feet high, s ped at both ends and driven into 
the groun ere were thick double-ribbed and- 
riveted-gates in front and rear, oftiamented with 
brass padloeks and ponderous keys.

One of the most important and unique 
contributions which have yet been 
the science of pedagogy is the Helen 
Keller Souvenir,” issued by the Volta 
bureau at Washington, in commemoration 
of her passing the Harvard final examina- 
tion in 1899, “with credit in advanced 
Latin.“ The handsome volume conta 
statements from her three principal teach- 
ers, as well as one from herself of a 
chronological character, as to the methods 
pursued in her education. As a record of 
skill, patience, and determination, nor less 
of affection,.on the part of teachers and 
pupil, the description is distinctly valua- 
ble to those engaged in teaching deaf and 
blind persons, while its description of the 
manner in which she learned algebra and 
geometry is no less valuable to those teach- 
ing children not similarly afflicted. 

One of the most interesting and extraor- 
dinaty statements as to the achievements 
of this gifted girl is contained in a foot- 
note furnished by her vocal preceptor. He 
says that by sense of touch she can dis- 
tinguish differences of pitch in the voice 
or in musical instruments as small as a 
half tone, and that by placing her hand 
on the throat of a singer she is able to de- 
termine the pitch of the tone he is sing- 
ing and produce a tone of the same pitch 
with her own voice. He is of opinion that 
she has such a knowledge of scale inter- 
vals she could be taught to sing simple 
melodies with considerable success. In the 
past deaf mutes have been able to enjoy 
music by vibrations felt through the feet? 
but it is doubtful whether there is another 
case on record where a person deaf and 
blind has been able to determine pitch and 
reproduce a tone by vibrations through: 
fingers.
